rest in Lake View Cemetery, at Cleve- 
land, Ohio, ccar the home of his aged 
mother and In the shadow of the scenes 
of his boyhood days. No man that ever 
lived, occupying the exalted position that 
be did, ever died for so slight a cause, 
and tlie cowardly assassin who fired the 
fatal.nbot on that memorable July morn- 
ing may well tremble in his cell as be 
thlnk's of the terrible punishment that 
will surely be meted out to him,and that 
speedily, now that his victim is at rest in 
the grave.

from 12-80 to 1:30 p. m., only added to 
the sorrow that filled all hearts. Build- 
ings, public and private, remained draped 
in the habiliments of death-, flags floated 
at half mast, and the great throng of 
people who flocked to the park at the 
appointed hour, moved slowly and sadly 
through the streets, each silently think- 
ing of the beloved dead and the deep and 
unspeakable sorrow of those who were 
nearest and dearest to him. There were 
no less than 


12,000 PEOPLE 


in and about the park when the mournful 
exercises began, and all remained quietly 
until the closing prayer was offered. The 
occasion for snch a gathering and the 
solemn scene there presented will never 
be forgotten, and the smallest intelligent 
child that was in, the vast assembly 
will remember it and the suMauce 
of the words spoken so long as he 
or she shall live. 


The general committee of arrangements 


composed of 10 well-known cuizeus, bad 
mapped out a prograamme of exercises, 
and a speaker's stand 14 by 28 feet in 
size was '.erected near the south edge of 
the park beneath two large trees 
It was 


very tastefully decorated with white and 
black bunting interlinked, under the di 
rection of Aiderimn Bramble, assisted 
by his wife, Mrs. A. F. Jenison, Mrs. 0. 
N. Bramble, Mayor Waggoner and John 
T Montgomery, who worked tirelessly 
and successfully to have the work finished 
in time for the services. 
In addition to 


the bunting, on each corner of the stand 
small flags stood erect, and near the plat- 
form were drooping flags. In the center 
was a pole the top of which reached 
among the branches of the trees; a large 
flag was wrapped around the top and fas- 
tened with crape. A large steel engrav- 
ing of Abraham Lincoln 1.1 a frame bung 
suspended from in front of the stand, and 
the whole effect was in every respect mer-

\. Garneld, the student, scholar, educa- 
or, soldier, statesman and fresidentj, is 
ead. 
His death the Nation mourns to- 


ay. Tbe news has crossed the ocean, 
nd tbe whole world joins in tbe gloom 
'be English parliament has suspended 
usioes-s, and in the legislative balls of 
'uns all is quiet—the world offers its 
oucbing tribute. Here tbe speaker read 
rom manuscript a condensed history of 
he life of Qarfield from the time of his 
irlh until he was stricken duwn in the 
enitb of his great achievements by tbe 
ssassin's bullet 
We give it in full: 


JAMES ABRAM GABFIELB was born 


a Cuyahpga County, Ohio, about 
fteen miles from Cleveland, Nov. 
9, 1831; 
was assassinated July 2, 


881; died Sept. 19, 1881. aged 49 
ears and 10 months. He was the 
congest of four children. His fath- 
r died in 1833, leaving the family de- 
jendent on a small farm, and 
the 


nergies of the mother. Like Corwin, 
"wing, Clay, Douglass, and Lincoln, 
•arfield's early days were days of 
x>verty. His boyhood was spent be 
ween farm-work in sumttier time 
nd the carpenter's bench in winter, 
eaving the farm he hired out as a 
river on the tow-path of a canal, 
driven from the canal by sickness, 
e returned to his mother's home. 
Jp to this time he seems to have cared 
ut little for mental improvement; 


and to have cherished but little am 
dtion for anything beyond a sailor's 
ife. In the providence of God he 
jecame acquainted with aj onugman, 
Samuel Bates. Young 
Bates had 


>een a student in Geauga Seminary; 


under his influence Garn'eld resolve 
to turn aside from a sailor's life, an 
attend the seminary. 
That resolu 


tion made astudent,a teacher, a majo 
general, a statesman.and a Presiden 


Garfield was poor; but by wor 


morning and evening at the bench,b; 
teaching school in winter, and b; 
chopping cord wood, he managed tc 
pay his way through the academy 
and managed to save some money to 
wards going to college. From Geau 
ga Seminary he went to Willianii 
College. Before doing this he madi 
a profession of Christianity, anc 
united with a Christian church. A 
Williams College he was admitted 
to the class of the junior year. 
His 


awkward habit8,nnconth phrases, anc 
shabby clothes, made him the sub 
joct of many a bitter jest, and un- 
feeling joke. But he bore b/avely 
up, maintained an advanced standing 
and graduated with honor in 
1856 


On nis return home he was made 
e 


-ofessor of Latin and Greek in 
iram College. At the close of one 


year he become us president. About 
this time he married Miss Lucretia 
Rudolph, who now follows his hon 
ored corpse to the grave. 
Mrs. Gar 


field has proven herself every way 
worthy of ner venerated husband. In 
1859 he was elected to the state sen- 
ate of Ohio. 1861 h« volunteered as 
a soldier, and was commissioned as 
Lieut. Colonel of the 42 regiment of 
Ohio Volunteeer Infantry. 
In five 


weeks he was 
promoted to the 


Colonelcy of his regiment, and start- 
ed for the field. In Kentucky he 
was assigned to the command of tbe 
Seventeenth Brigade. He fought the 
battle of Prestonburg, 
defeating 


Humphrey Marshall. He was made 
Brigadier General because of his 
energy and skill displayed in this 
battle. Two years later he was made 
MajGeneral'for"gallant and meritous 
services at' the battle of Chicka- 
mauga." 
Shortly after this, the 


people of Ohio recalled him from the 
army to serve them as a representa- 
tive in the national congress, and 
where they continued him for the 
period of seventeen years, or until 
I860. In the early part of last year 
he was elected to succeed Allen G. 
Thurman in the U. S. Senate. 
In 


November, 1880 he was elected presi 
dent of the United States, was in- 
augurated March 4th of the present 
year, and basely assassinated July 


Such is a meagre outline of tbe life of 


the man 
tbe 
nation mourns; 
Who 


mourns? Over the face of the earth, all 
who have any claim to wisdom and integ- 
rity, mourn. His death is mourned by 
the great mass of the people who were 
taught to look up to him as a leader who 
wo« universally respected and honored 
for his simplicity and bone'sty. He is 
mourned by the wife and mother, and by 
the good of every land. "What killed 
President GarfleldV" It is not a question 
as to who killed him. 
What killed him? 


The manner of bis death and the Instru- 
ment used are of no special moment.— 
What was the primal principle' The 
speaker had no apologies for the assassin 
Guiteaa—r.o palliation whatever for bis 
terrible oflence. He is gui.ty—irreparably 
guilty—and tbe nation will fail in us duty 
if it does not make bis punishment tern- 
ble—a fearful warning to all assassins — 
Guiteau does not bear guilt alone

awful crime was tbe outgrowth of Ihe 
evil influences of those around bim 
His 


offence was the oulcropping of tbe spirit 
of licentiousness, made'iiy, blasphemy, 
and unbelief in God. 
We have been 


recreant as a nation

bad principles to vegetate and spread.— 
Young men are saturated with disrespect 
for God 
His word is mocked and laugh- 


ed at. 
We have allowed these things lo 


spread tinn buked, and have not driven 
them back us we sbould bave done 
Gar- 


field's denth was caused Dy these evil 
influences 
The coward who fired (he 


fatil sbot was not insane, and tbe deed 
was not actuated by a personal longing 
for office ahd power and money—it was 
the outgrowth of such principles as bathed 
the streets of Paris in blool. Those prin- 
ciples musi be crushed at once and for- 
ever. 


In the death of our Chief Magistrate 


tbe question comes to os, What made 
bim? He was not a creature ot circum- 
stances 
His life is a great lesson to the 


young men of this land. Hia enviable 
life was the product of bis own self—not 
the product of wealth; he bad none; nor 
of the influence of friends, nor of no sud- 
den freak in fortune. His life was the 
development of his inward self. There 
is no strange tahsmanic power tbat made 
tbe meo of the past great. The minds of 
the young men wanderj back to Ewing 
and Corwin and Lincoln and Douglas aod 
Garfield. They were all poor men, and 
they were laborers. They had obstacles 
lo overcome, and yet they became great. 
Garfield was a man of stern convictions— 
deep, stern, resolute, honest in heart, in- 
domitable in purpose, a man 


Compared to Louis Nspoleon,of France, 


Garfie.d was his equal in mental power 
and bravery. 
Garfield will live through 


tie ages; Napoleon was a man of policy— 


arfield a man of principle. Ka^oleai/d 


course was exoediencj; Garfleld's right;

»nd deposited them near by. when he 
•was*ordered to halt. At this be rm 
\NQd a volley of shots was fired at him. 
Htran about 100 yards from the mill 
and dropped on the ground. The sher- 
iff's posse followed him, and when they 
acriTed at the spot in which he fell 
th«y found Mayor H. C. Cole stark 
dead, with a revolver in eaoh ham1. 
Blood was trickling from his nostrils 
and one knee was bleeding from the 
effecti ot the wounds he had received* 
Cole baa for years been feared by a 
majority of the citizens ol Kokomo, 
b«tag looked upon as a desperate char- 
acter by many.

murdered one Chambers Allen, ia this 
city, for being on too intimate terms 
with his wife.

ilutcb-gpar and Hy-wheel. 
From this 


inaft is .operated the driving wheel by 
means of an endless chain. Tbe engine 
s placed beneath instead of at the sides 
r on the top of (be boiler, securing a 
:reat advantage in the movstuent of the 
ngine and Ihe wear and tear of (he ma- 
hinery, by avoiding oscillation and the 
onsequent "yanking" motion so objec- 
ionable to the side-gear engine for either 
oad or stationary purposes. Tae driving 
whee's are six feet in diameter, and are 
onstructed on the truss principle, which 
uspends tUe weight from the upper arch 
f the wheel, instead of pressure upon 
he lower upokes. 
This engine has been thoroughly tested. 
t has gone through the deepest mud and 
ioles in and about Springfield without a 
alt— the inud reaching the fire-box at 
imea. It will draw almost any number 
f heavily loaded wagons over any kind 
f a road.

THE scientist of the Roohester Dem- 


ocrat and Chronicle notes the unusual 
prevalence of ''sua storms" during the 
past few weeks, caused by the appear 
ance and disappearance of the aun-spota. 
He attributes the drouth and other 
unusual weather incidents of the season 
to thin oause, and closes with these 
warning words: 


In view of the present conditions, it 


isjwell to husband the water supply, 
and all supplies. It is quite probable 
that the hot and ver; dry summer will 
be fallowed b; a long, oold winter. 
There baa been an unprecedented evap- 
oration of moisture from the sea 'and 
earth. When the reaction oomea and 
condensation begins, the loss of beat 
will be ao great that the oold will be 
severe. The effect of solar disturbance 
oo the southern seas during the winter 
io tbia hemisphere will mill further 
complicate matters by adding watery 
vapor, which must be condensed, robbing 
the air of its beat continuously. 


Any considerable permanent increase 


of solar energy would bring glacial 
action by increasing the cold of winter 
through the condensation of excessive 
voluc.es of watery vapor. 
If the his- 


tory of the great glacier which once 
overed the site of this city could be 
:'ully 
known, it would doubtless be 


"bund a result of increased solar energy 
through a series of years—perhaps a 
maximum sun-spot period in not very 
remote time--.—For man lived on the 
earth during the glacial period, and the 
work ot his hands is found in the gla- 
cial drift. 
If the reaction from the 


present excessive beat could be fairly 
established before winter is here, the 
>rospect would be better tor a mild 
winter. 
But if action and reaction are 


equal, and the reaotion comes in winter 
there will be plenty of cold.

A correspondent at Macon writes us as 


follows: "The school board is likely to 
get themselves into trouble hy permitting 
'Cholars from otheraistricts to attend our 
schools to tbe exclusion of resident schol- 
ars. Permission has been given to 30 or 
40 scholars to attend Ihe school in town 
and half ihe children in town attend in 
ihe forenoon and the other half ,n the at- 
tcrnooD. Tax payers are getting tired of 
paying taxes andpon lax payers getting 
the benefit. To some extent this was 
done last winter and protested agaiuet 
but to no purpose. Some heavy tai pay- 
ers intend to get an injunction pruhibit- 
ing the taking in of non-residents to the 
exclusion of resident scholars. The dis- 
trict baa not received a dollar for all the 
foreijtn pupils attending the schools last 
winter, and tax payers don't propose to 
pay for schooling the state, themselves 
excluded, hence the injunction until the 
courts define the limit of school director's' 
authority."

Public examinations w i l l be held in the 


schools of Macon county (country and village) 
on the Jrst Friday of tbe months of October, 
November, December, January fod March, 
and on the third Friday of February.

will be sealed and sent to the teacher by the 
third Friday of Februarr. The papers of this 
examination will be held as tbe property of 
the county and be taken to make up tbe fair 
exhlbltof 1882. 


Tbe several committees in the great districts 


will be made known in due time. 


GRADED EXAMINATION!. 


The superintendent will be at the Central 


Schout forthe purpose of holding public ex- 
aiDlomlors, some lime during the latter part 
ot Jauuary and extending Into February until 
all are examined. 


Notes—Pupils who hold a recommendation 


from their teacher, only, will be examined at 
this time. 


This examination will be conBoed to the out 


line of study [In preparation; as nearly as pos- 
sible. 


All pupils in orabove the Fifth Header grade 


will be entitled to enter this examination.pro- 
vided they have made suitable proficiency in 
tbe preceding- grades and eoine well recom- 
mended by the teacher.

CLEVELAJ*D, Sept.—Tbe 


opened cloudy, but by 8 o'clock th 
heaveoB were cloudless and tbe day noi 
bids fair to be a perfect one throughout 
The streets are thronged with surging 
crowds of human beings, and differen 
vilitary organizations are arriving mo 
mentarily. The scene at present is on 
of confueion and bustle. 


The scenes throughout the entir 


city during tbe morning, ootwithstand 
ing the unfavorable bustle and oonfa- 
sion, were at times very impressive 
Military organization* formed in line on 
the cross streets with muffled drum 
and heavily draped colors. The Knight, 
Templar marched from one street to 
another witfi uncovered beads, present- 
ing a very affecting picture. Every one 
•bows an appreciation of tbe solemnity 
of tbe occasion, and while there are 
•ome few who are inclined to be bolster 
on*, the masses are orderly and well- 
bebwved, and expressions of deep sym- 
pathy with tbe family may be beard on 
nil sides. 
Euclid avenue, through 


which tbe procession will pass, presents 
a very affecting and decidedly solemn 
pioture. 
The elegant mansions ai 


along the avenue, which are certainly 
as fioe an any in tbe country, are heavi- 
ly draped witb appropriate designs ot 
•ourning. The streets bave been nicely 
cleaned and sprinkled throughout this 
norning, in order to obviate any annoy 
ance from dust which might otherwise 
«rise. 


All places of business are closed, and 


the city may properly be said to be in 
full mourning in memory of Ohio's 
illustrious patriot, soldier and President. 
In order to meet tbe demands of stran- 
gers, temporary lunch counters and 
every other conceivable mode of supply- 
ing food have been erected in every 
available space throughout tbe city, 
«vcn to the occupancy oi unfinished 
buildings, where tables are formed with 
trucks and properly spread with clean 
linen, Tbe citizens are using every 
endeavor to accommodate the crowds. 
Prom early morning until long after 
the services were commenced the streets 
were crowded with persons rushing for 
ward, anxious to reach Monumental 
park and witness the last ceremonies 
over the remains of their beloved friend. 
The scene about the square is one long 
<o be remembered. Every one appears 
impressed with the solemnity of the 
occasion. 
It would seem, in fact, as il 


Cleveland is tbe contra of the world to- 
day. 
Every individual that contributes 


4o compose the largest crowd that was 
probably ever assembled in tbe state of 
Ohio seems to feel this. 
From tbe 


great public square ia the central part 
of the city, to the hills and solimn dells 
of Likeviow cemetery, a distance of siz 
miles, where all that remains of the 
dead President will be deposited, there 
is one continuous wall of people on 
either side. 


The funeral train will pass nearly 


the whole way along that magnificently 
broad and grand avenue which the great 
American, Bayard Taylor, pronounced 
the finest in the world. The abodes of 
luxury and wealth on either side appear 
heavily draped in the habiliments of 
mourning, as though each bad leet a 
dear 
beloved relative. 
The favorite 


view which Garfield took of humanity 
was that of the great Pascal. He was 
often heard by bis friends to compare 
tbe nation to one colossal man. Were 
be aiwe again, and ooald he have seen 
the crape on the door-posts of the en- 
tire country, he wou.d bave been better 
satisfied with the truth of his illustra- 
tion than ever before. 
He could have 


seen the colossal man with uncovered 
head bent in tears and inconsolable 
grief. Tbe occasion, the most solemnly 
pathetic of any in modern history, has 
been attended by a pageant io every 
way worthy of its greatness. 
The mod- 


est, unassuming wife of the President 
desired no display, but her dead hus- 
band is "glory's now and fame's," and the 
people must give proper expression to 
their great grief. 
She remained away 


.as long as possible from the park devo- 
*«d to the obsequies, and her grief 
•eemedonly aggravated by what was 
•opne.there. 
A mass of anxious persons 


sateen yeara ago, in the same place, 
'held the form of the martyred Lincoln, 
and that was a time of excitement, of 
.w*r almost, and it took but a spark to 
>£DUe a great fire. But the crowd of 
to-day, while it was far greater than 
was ever before in the city, was docile 
.Md .solemn, and seemed only desirous 
of contributing its small mite towards 
properly burying a dear friend, io whom 
it had more than a passing interest.
